Facilities  for  X-Ray  diagnosis  continue  to  be  provided 
by  Mr#  Clague.  This  has  proved  invaluable  owing  to  the 
increase  in  industrial  accidents.  Pathological  services  have 
been  very  fully  used  as  aids  to  diagnosis. 

It  is  noteworthy  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified, 
which  is  in  itself  a  tribute  to  the  value  of  preventive  medicine#
